clearly a standout. The Browns, 
after losing the league lead, swept 
the last four games from New York 
to nose out Detroit by a single con- 
test.

Gl Rights on 
Home Loans 
Explained

Washington — Letters from vet- 
erans in rural districts. 
Q. How do I go about getting 
a government guaranteed 
home 
loan? I've been to the bank here, 
but nobody seems to know anything 
about it? 
A. You're really on your own 


until you find a money-lender — 
home loan agency, bank, or rich 
and willing local citizen. 
There 
isn't any government machinery 
oiled up to find a lender to make 
the 50 per cent guaranteed home 
loans set up in the GI Bill 
of 
Rights. 
Veteran's 
Administration 
has 
done its utmost to get Information 
to home loan agencies and banks, 
but it also hearing from veterans 
who meet a blank stare when they 
| ask about GL loans. Since some 
1500 
applications for home loans 
are now on their way through VA 
approval, however, there must be 
a goodly.numbcr of lenders who are 
ready to make loans. 
VA Washington spokesmen 
ad- 
vise you to leave no stone unturned 
looking for local agencies to help 
you, such as American Legion, Ve- 
terans of Foreign Wars, or Red 
Cross. If that gets you nowhere, 
write to your regional Veteran's 
Administration office, whose ddress 
you probably have in your muster- 
ing-out documents, or to the nation- 
al VA at Washington, D. C. They 
should see to it that a 
nearby 
home loan agency or bank gets 
information on the subject, or refer 
you to one that knows the arrange- 
ments.

Fight for Time 
Hitler will do everything he can 
to disconnect himself and the party 
from final defeat. Therefore he 
would leave military leadership to 
others if he were convinced that 
everything is lost. 
Everything indicates 
that the 
Germans fight for time. In this con- 
nection it is interesting that they 
are preparing a new prase of air 
war, according to excellent infor- 
| mation. The Nazis are supposed to 
be converting bombers into gas in 
order to start fire in and around 
strategic objectives. Here again the 
effect would be delaying. It seems 
in the realm of posibilitics that 
the Nazis might send such bombers 
with suicide crews to America. 


Another delaying weapon will be 
the return of the U-boat. Germany 
has experimented for years to im- 
prove her 
U-boats. The experi- 
ments took place in the Baltic. 
The Germans failed in their most 
important objective of increasing 
underwater speed. 
However, Germany still posses- 


ses around 400 U-boats ready for 
battle. She 
possesses 
excellent | 
bases near Bergen, Norway, blast- 
ed out oi the mountains, well pro- 
tected by concrete, and far super- 
ior to otner bases in France. Futh- 
ermore, the morale of most of the ' 
crews still is exceedingly high and j 
the Germans treat and feed them I 
supremely to retain it. Experience \ 
shows that while the U-boat is an 
immense nuisance and thus a de- 
laying factor, it has no strategic 
value.
